Meeting of the British Medical Association, and to have the use 
of the B.M A. House and Library, and the help of the central staff 
ofthe Association, with in each case reciprocal advantages to 


members of the British Medical Association visiting Canada ; (v.) 
interchange of official visits and of information between the two 
bodies; (vi.) for members of the Canadian Medical Association to 
receive the British Medical Journal at the £1. 11s. 6d, subscrip- 
tion rate. 

39. The arrangements were completed by the resolution of the 
Annual Representative Meeting, 1925, and adoption by that 
Meeting and Extraordinary General Meetings of Articles of 
Assoc.ation as to affiliation. In accordance with the atiiliation 
agreement, the Council has given formal notice for discontinuance 
as from June Ist of the Branches of the British Medical Associa- 
tion in Canada, most of which for many years back have not 
functioned. The Council has also addeiened a letter to all 
the members of the Association in Canada, drawing special 
attention to the affiliation arrangements, and expressing its 
gratitude to them for their loyalty, and its confident hope that the 
new arrangements made will be a means of binding closely and per- 
manently together the medical professions of the two countries.

NEWLY QUALIFIED PRACTITIONERS. 

41. The Council has again much pleasure in reporting that 
practically all those Divisions and Branches whose areas con- 
tain medical schools have taken most successful action in 
connection with the scheme recently inaugurated by the 
Council for interesting final-year medical students and 
recently qualified medical practitioners in the work of the 
Association. One result of these activities is seen in the 
increased membership of the Association, especially among 
the newly qualified. e of the most recent meetings in this 
connection was that held by the Metropolitan Counties Branch 
at the new House of the Association on February 25th, 1926, 
at which an address was given by Mr. W. McAdam Eccles, 
M.S., F.R.C.S., on “ Some pitfalls of the final examination and 
the first year of practice.’ Quite 600 guests filled the Great 
Hall and enjoyed the hospitality of the Association. 


** Handbook for Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners.” 
42. In 1923 the Association first published its ‘‘ Hand- 

book for Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners.’’ The 
Handbook has en presented to those attending the 
meetings of welcome to the new entrants of the profession, 
organised by the Divisions and Branches, and it thus consti- 
tales a very valuable part of the Association’s propaganda 
among the newly qualified. That the Handbook has meta real need 
is shown also by the fact that, in addition, over 2,000 copies have 
been sold, and that the 1923 edition of 5,000 copies is now 
practically exhausted. The Council has arranged for publica- 
tion of a new edition in April, 1926. The new edition, enlarged 
and entirely revised, should be found of assistance not only 
to the mewly qualified but to medical practitioners generally.

Work Done sy tHE Drvisions, BrancHEs, AND FEDERAL 
CoMMITTEES, 1925. 


48. Practically all the Divisions, Branches, and Federal 
Committees have furnished to the Council reports for 1925, 
and these reports, ether with the reports of proceedings 
published in the B.M.J. my Ngee show a gratifying 
activity of the local units of the Association. One in every 
three of the organised Divisions reports having held at least 
six meetings during the year; and the remaining bodies have 
held, in the great number of cases, four or five meetings. The 
ayerage number of roa held during the year by a report- 
ing Division has increased from five to six. The , fete has 
duly made financial provision for 1926-27 in respect of the 
Association’s local work. 

On behalf of the Association, the Council desires 
warmly to thank the Chairmen, Presidents, Secretaries, 
reasurers and Executives of the Divisions, Branches and 
Federal Committees for the highly creditable work being done. 


ORGANISATION OF THE PROFESSION IN SouTH AFRICA. 


49. In August, 1925, an invitation was received by the Council 
from the South African Committee for the Medical Secretary, 
Dr. Alfred Cox, to visit South Africa. The Council had much 


pleasure in acceding to the request, as it recognised that such 
a visit by an official of the Association of Dr. Cox’s experience 
would probably help to bring to a fruitful and satisfactory issue 
the prolonged apes which have taken place as regards the 
organisation of the profession in that country ; would assist the 
South African Committee in its work of organising the profession 
there; and strengthen the ties uniting the members of the 
a aaa in South Africa with the Association throughout the 
mpire. 


Dr. Cox arrived in South Africa on 16th November last. As . 


will have been seen from ‘‘Current Notes,” he has been most 
cordially and hospitably received by the South African Committee 
and the South African Snodkan and Divisions and their members, 
as well as by the local bodies and the members in Rhodesia and 
South-West Africa, and at a large number of meetings held in 
a — many of the outlying districts. 

he primary object of the visit of the Medical Secretary, who 
is due back in London in mid-April, has been to promote the 
solidarity of the profession in South Africa, and the Council has 
ample evidence that the visit has been a great success. 
Council will report further as to professional organisation in 
South Africa in its Supplementary Report. 


New Locat Bopies oF THE ASssocrsTION. 


50. The Council has formed Cape of Good Hope (Midlands), 
Mashonaland, Matabeleland and Northern Rhodesian, and South- 
West African Branches, and Doncaster, St. Pancras, and 
Windsor Divisions. Many adjustments ot areas of other Divisions 
and Branches have also been made, in order to meet the con- 
venience of members and make the work of the Association on 
their behalf still more efficient. 


“British Medical Journal.” 


51. During 1925 the remarkable growth in the circulation 
of the British Medical Journal continued; the average number 
of pages printed weekly increased; and the revenue from 
advertisements was the largest ever received. The growth 
in circulation is shown by the following figures, which give 
the average number of copies printed weekly during the seven 
years since the war: 24,520 in 1919; 26,195 in 1920; 27,247 in 
1921; 27,600 in 1922; 29,036 in 1923; 31,339 in 1924; and 
33,530 in 1925. The total number of pages of text and of 
advertisements was 5,884 last year as compared with 5,540 in 
1924, 5,512 in 1923, 5,204 in 1922, and 5,136 in 1921; these 
figures do not include the half-yearly indexes. The revenue 
from advertisements was £44,372 as compared with £39,437 in 
the previous year, and £38,318 in 1923. In the last pre-war 
year (1913) the revenue from advertisements was £24,169, 
though the number of pages of advertisements at that time 
was much greater; thus the policy of ~ jo | the scale 
of charges has been abundantly justified. e average 
number of pages of the British Medical Journal each week in 
1925 was 113, distributed as follows: Journal, Epitome, and 
Supplement, 61-3; advertisements, 51-7. In the previous year 
the average weekly number of pages was 106-4. The growth 
in size of the Journal since the war, rendered necessary by 
increasing calls on its space, many of them due to new 
activities of the Association, is indicated the following 
figures: in 1919 the total number of pages o text, including 
Epitome and Supplement, but excluding advertisements, was 
2,040; in 1925 the total was 3,194—an increase of more than 
50 per cent. in six years. 

52. Publication of the proceedings of the Annual Meeting at 
Bath, including full reports of the twelve Sections, occupied 290 
pages ; the reports of the Presidential Address, proceedings of the 
Annual Representative Meeting, the Annual General Meeting, and 
various conferences held at Bath, occupied 66 pages; this making 
in all 356 pages. Publication of the full reports of the Sections 
was once again completed by the end of December. During 
the year the annual report of the Insurance Acts Committee, 
the written and oral evidence given by the Association before 
the Royal Commission on National Health Insurance and 
reports of conferences thereon, and the report of the Annual 
Conference of Local Medical and Panel Committees (held for 
the first time in the Great Hall of the Association's new 
House) made several issues of the Sup: lement unusually large. 
A considerable amount of space in the body of the Journal 
was again devoted to British Medical Association lectures and 
papers of scientific and practical interest read to the Divisions 
Branches of the Association. 


53. The issue of the British Medical Journal for July 18th, 
1925, was, as desired, made a Special Commemorative umber 
in order to provide members with an account of the Associa- 
tion’s new House, and of the opening ceremonies on July 13th. 
The opportunity was taken to publish articles on the growth 
of the Association overseas; on the houses previously occupied 


_ by it in London, thus affording some indication of the growth 
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of its work at home; and on the historical and literary asso- 
ciations cf the new site, an essay to which Mr. Muirhead 
Little devoted much time and research. These articles, as 
well as the report of the openiag ceremony, in which the text 
of the Address to the King and His Majesty’s reply was 
embodied, were fully illustrated; and the Supplement was 
devoted to a facsimile (in black and white on plate paper) 
of pages from the Book of Hcnour, together with pictures of 
the new House and of the Memorial Gates. In that issue 
and in the next following numbers the medaliion portrait 
of the Founder on the cover was replaced by a small photo- 
graph of the new House. The motive for this substitution 
was the hope that by its novelty it would remind members 
of the change; having served this purpose publication of the 
portrait was resumed on September 12th. The Journal Com- 
mittee has ene on record its congratulations to the Editor 
and his colleagues on the production of the Special Com- 
memorative Number, and to the Editorial Staff upon the 
satisfactory manner in which it crranged and carried out 
the transference of its department from the Strand to the 
new building, without in any way affecting the publication 
of the Journal. The last issue cf the Journal to be printed 
at 429, Strand, was that dated May 30th, 1925. During the 
Whitsun holidays the Editorial and Printing Departments 
were removed to the new headquarters building of: the 
Association, and the next issue, dated June 6th, _was printed 
at Tavistock Square. The work of removal included taking 
down, transferring and reassembling the large linotype print- 
setting machines upon which the greater part of the Journal 
has been composed since 1923. 

54. As in former years a strict censorship has been 
‘maintained over advertisements tendered for publication in 
the Britist Medical Journal, and it has been found 
necessary to exclude many which for one reason or another 
did not conform to the policy and requirements of the Asso- 
ciation. This supervision, referred to in previous reports, 
necessarily entails a considerable loss of revenue, but it yields 
valuable results to the medical profession and, indirectly, 
to the public. While the ac-eptance of an advertisemeat ior 
publication in the Journal is not to be understood as recom- 
mending or guaranteeing the article advertised, yet the 
appearance of an advertisement indicates that no objectisn 
of principle kas been taken to it. In many instances the 
task of deciding which advertisements are admissible and 
which should be refused, is not easy. All new advertisements 
tendered for publication are scrutinised in the Medical 
Department of the Association, and those considered prima 
facie to be misleading or otherwise objectionable are referred 
for further iayuiry and consultation.” A detailed statement 
of advertisements suspended cr refused, and of the ‘grounds 
for the action taken, is presented to every meeting of the 
Journal Committee, when the: circumstances of each. case 
are reviewed. The Medical Department reports also to 
the Committee on the results of excluding -advertise- 
ments of medical posts at a lower salary than that approved 
by the Association. These results satisfy the Committee that 
the carrying out of this policy has often had the effect inteded 
by the Association. The Committee reappointed the Foods 
and Drugs (Advertisements) Sub-Committee which continues 
to advise its Chairman in regard to doubtful advertisements 
of drugs and dietetic preparations. The claims made for 
particular substances have been reported on by  pharma- 
cological and analytical experts. 

55. In 1924 the question of extending and improving the 
Epitome of Current Medical Literature was considered and the 
Council authorised the occasional enlargement of the Epitome. 
During 1925 this policy was carried into effect, and Epitomes 
consisting of six pages instead of four were published from 
time to time, as and when the cther demands upon space made 
this practicable. 

56 The cost of production and distribution of the 
British Medical Journal, including all editorial and @ pro- 

rtion of the mgnagerial expenses, was £65,107 in 1925. 

ceipts from advertisements, sales to non-members, and a 
few small items, amounted to £52,377; so that the net cost 
cf the Journal to members of the Acsociation was £12,730 or 
8s. 4d. a head for the whole year including postage. Thus 
while the gross cost of producing a single copy of the Journal 
and supplying it to a member was practically 9d., the net 
cost to him was approximately 13d.; to a non-member in 
Great Britain or Ireland the price of a single copy of the 
Journal, including postage, was 1s. 44d. The sale o Journals 
to non-members yielded £6,890. The charge for postage of the 
Journal. continues to-form a very heavy item of- the total 
expenditure on the Journal. It umounted to £11,836 in 1925, 
as compared with £10,635 in 1924; £9,724 in 1923 ; £8,904 in 
1922; and £7,261 in 1921. The increase in postage costs is 
due mainly to the continued growth in membership, and. 
partly to the growth in size and weight of the Journals

57. In response to representations made by many members 
of the Association interested in diseases of children, that 
though a foremost place in the study of these diseases had 
been held for many years by the British school, its work 
was not so weil and widely known as was desirable, the 
Council approved the cstablishment of a new pcriodical with 
the title Archives of Disease in Childhood. The Association’s 
desire is that the new periodical shall worthily represent the , 
British School by presenting the investigations and conclu. 
sions, clinical and pathological, of all its worke:s. Its appeal. 
is world-wide, for it is addressed to all those at home and 
abroad, in every sphere of practice, who realise the 
importance, to medicine and the race, of this rapidly growin 
department. The Council accordingly appointcd a Gener 
Editorial Committee of physicians and surgeons actively 
engaged in the study, practice and teaching of the subject, 
to conduct the new journal. This Committe2 includes repre 
sentatives of London, Edinburgh, Glaszow, | Oxford, 
Cambridge, Birmingham, Manchester, Sheffie:d, aud Newcastie- 
on-Tyne. The Archives are edited by Dr. Huzh Thursfield 
cud Dr. Reginald Miller, as it was thought best b the General 
Editorial Committee that the editors should reside in London, 
but they have the assistance of a small Committee, including 
rep-esentatives of Glasgow, Liverpool and }dinburzh, with the 
Lditor of tke British Medical Journal. All the arrangements 
proposed and made have been reported to the Journal Com. 
mittee and approved by it. The first number, which was 
issued at the beginning of February, 1926, contained an 
intrcductory article by Sir Thomas Barlow, Bt., M.D., F.RS., 
and ten original articles, medical, surgical, and _patho‘ozical, 
the intention being that the new journal should consist in 
the main of such contributions, although critical reviews on 
subjects in which the progress of knowledge has been rapi 
will be pubiished from time to time. Each issue will a 
64 pages and all the articles will be fully illustrated. . e 
Archives will appear six times a year; the annual os ion 
(post free) is 25s., payable to the Financial Secretary, 
British Medical Association, B.M.A. House, Tavistock a 
Lonaon, W.C. The subscription for Canada and thie nit 
States is five dollars (post free).

Dr. Alexander Copeland, the Ernest Hart Scholar 
1923-5, carried out successful investigations into the value: and 
effectiveness of cocaine substitutes, and one result of his work 
has been the production of a new class of local anesthetics 
_ British Medical Journal, September 26th, 1925, 547). 

e work of each of the other Sctas has been of consider- 
able importance. 


B.M.A, Lecrures. 
. 61. The Council last year increased the grant for B.M.A. 
Lectures from £400 to £450 in order that the extra money, 
together with any economies which could be introduced, 
might be utilised as a fund from which fees might be paia 
to suitable persons who were visiting one or other of the 
Dominions and who were willing to give there one or more 
B.M.A. Lectures. No opportunity for spending the money in 
this direction has presented itself. On the other hand, the 
demand for Lectures at home has greatly increased. To meet 
this demand the Council has, for 1936, set apart a sum of £500.

REMUNERATION OF Non-Proressor1a Mrpicat TEACHERS, 
Lasoratory anp WorkKERs. 
63. The Aunual Representative Meeting, 1925, approved a 

decision of the Council relative to the remuneration of non- 
professorial medical teachers, laboratory and research workers, 
and this decision is being applied pending the adoption of a 
final policy by the A.R.M. The Council submits below the 
decision (with a slight verbal modification) approved by the 
Representative Meeting at Bath, and recommends :— 
Recommendation: (a) That whole-time (1) non-profes- 
sorial medical teachers, and (2) medically qualified 
laboratory or research workers should be grou 
into three grades as defined below, and with the 
salaries as stated :— :* 
Grade III.—Comprising those who are junior 
workers temporarily employed on probation; no_ person 
shall remain in Grade III. for more than three years, 


That the minimum salaries for Grade III. shall be 


as follows :— 

2nd year wis £350 
3rd year £500 


Grade II.—Comprising laboratory or research 
workers or teachers who have had three years’ experience 
in Grade III. or in work of a similar character, and who 
are permanently and exclusively employed as such. 


That the minimum commencing salary for Grade II. 
shall be £600 per annum. 


Grade I.—Couiprising those of Grade II. whose 
qualifications or duties justify a position of seniority in 
status and a higher remuneration. 

That the minimum salary for Grade I. shall be £750 
per annum. 

That after the > prnpetionary riod (i.e. Grade III.) 
has been completed, dismissal should be possible only 
on grounds of neglect of duty, improper conduct or 
incapacity. 

(b) That non-professorial medical teachers and medically 
qualified laboratory or research workers holding part-time 
appointments should receive remuneration ~-for ‘the time 
engaged, at the rate of not less than £600 per annum. ° 


Tue Sir Cuartes Hastines Prize. 

64. The Council has decided to award the Sir Charles 
Hastings Clinical Prize, 1926, to Dr. Norman Porritt 
(Llandudno) for his Clinica! Study entitled ‘‘The Abdomen 
in Labour.” 

The Clinical Studies submitted by Dr. Arthur Henry 
Douthwaite (Worthing) and by Dr. Ambrose Wilfred Owen 
(Aberdare) show in each instance exceptional merit, and the 
Council has awarded the distinction of Honourable Mention 
to each of these gentlemen. 

The twenty clinical studies submitted for the Prize 
showei} much careful work and observation, and generally 
speaking a high level of excellence was reached. The Council 
has thus good reason to believe that the establishment of 
such a Prize “ for the promotion of systematic observatien, 
research and record in general practice,” has been fully 
justified, and that its continuation may reasonably be 
anticipated to lead to still better results. ; 

The Council has conveyed to Sir Humphry Rolleston 


-and Prof. W. E. Dixon an expression of high appreciation 


and gratitude for their report on the Essays submitted for 
the Prize. 

The Council proposes to offer the Prize in 1927 und 
the existing regulations. 


Tue SPAuLINGER TREATMENT. 

65. The Council’s attention has been directed to the 

rominence which the Spahlinger Treatment for tuberculosis 
9 received in the public press, and to the conflicting opinions 
expressed in medical circles ‘as to the value of the treatment. 
For the information of members of the Association the 
Council proposes to publish in the Journal at an early date 
a statement showing what actually is the record and present 
position of this treatment. 


Tue Lrsrary. 

66. The Council considers that the Library should attempt 
to provide a collection of books which will be of practical 
service to members rather than to organise a comprehen- 
sive scheme to include every medical book published in Great 
Britain; and with this object in view, regulations governin 
the purchase of books have been drawn up by the Council. 
The amount of money spent on the library has been increased ; 
new books and new elitions added to the library will be 
regularly announced in the Supplement; and the rules govern- 
ing the lending facilities have been amended so as to entitle 
a member to retain a book for a period of 14 days from the 
date of its actual receipt, thus placing members in the 

rovinces and in Scotland on the same footing as members in 

ndon. The number of books loaned during the year was 
7,373. This figure shows a substantial increase over that for 
1924, notwithstanding the fact that the library was closed for 
some weeks owing to the removal to the new premises. 


The Council again acknowledges the valuable services 
rendered ‘by Mr. W. G. Spencer, the Honorary Librarian. 


Tuerarectic Susstances Act. 

. The Therapeutic Substances Act, 1925, provides for the 
iting of an Advisory Committee, and one of the members 
of this is to be appointed by the Association. The Council 
has appointed Dr. C. O. Hawthorne to act as the Association’s 
representative on this Committee. 


Standard of Purity of Calf Vaccine Lymph. 

68. The Council has expressed its approval in rinciple of 
the following motion referred to it by the ‘ARM. 1925

regulations governing the conditions of the preparation

Practice or PsycHo-Anatysis py Mepica Practitioners. 
71, The Council has considered the following Minute 42 of 
the A.R.M. 1925 :— : 


Minute 42.—Resolved: That the following Mction be 
referred to the Council. 


That the Representative Body instruct.the Council to 
consider certain practices alleged to be prevalent among 
some medical men practising psycho-analysis, and to 
report, 

und also certain statements advanced in support of the pro- 
position to which the Minute refers. Some of these statements, 
were they substantiated, would undoubtedly reflect very 
gravely on the conduct of certain unnamed individuals. It 
is, however, impossible to regard these statements as testimeny 
entitled to unqualified acceptance. It is therefore impractic- 
able to treat them as an adequate basis for a formal enquiry. 

72. The British Medical Association, even as other pro- 
‘fessional organisations, desires to encourage among its 
members an undeviating regard for the discretion and delicacy 
which ought always to mark professional conduct. Any 
departure from this position would undoubtedly merit, and 
would receive, severe condemnation by the general verdict of 
the profession. But to protest this doctrine by a public 
announcement might well be held to imply that some general 
or urgent necessity for such a proclamation had arisen, and 
would thus appear to support a conclusion which the Council 
is not prepared to accept. The Council has therefore decided 
to take no further action in respect of the above quoted 
minute.

which, in the opinion of the Association, matters having relation 
to medical science and po‘icy might reasonab!y or with advantage 
be discussed in the public press by, members of the medical 
profession, This subject continues to engage the attention «f 
the Council, especially in view of the numerous commeats 
which have appeared in the public press as to what purports 
to be the attitude of the Association in this matter. 

76. As it appears to the Council that the Association's 
attitude is being misunderstood, the Council considers it 
desirable’ to state that its policy in this matter is guided 
by paragraph 12 of the report above referred to which is 


as follows :— 


** 42. From time to time there are discussed in the lay 
papers topics which have relation both to medical science 
and policy and to the health and welfare cf the public, 
and it may be legitimate or even advisable that medical 
practitioners who can speak with authority on the questicn 
at issue should contribute to such discussions. But 
practitioners who take this. action ought to make it a 
condition of publication that laudatory editorial comments 
or keadlines relating either to the contritutor’s pro- 
fessional status or experience shall not be permitted; 
that his address or photograph shall not be published; 
and that there shall be no unnecessary Cisplay of his 
medical qualifications and appointments. “1h-re is a 
special claim that practitioners of established } 0-i.ion and - 
authority shall observe these conditions, for their example 
must necessarily influence the action of their less recoz- 
nised colleagues. Discussions in the lay ~— cn disputed 
points of pathology or treatment should te avoided by 
practitioners; such issues find their appropriate oppor- 
tunity in the professional societies and the medical 


journals.” 


Criticism oF GENERAL Mepican Councin 1n Lay Press. 

76a. During the controversy in the lay press on the status, 
constitution, disciplinary powers, etc., of the fieneral Medical 
Council, the desirability of a public communication on behalf 
of the Association was considered. The Council, whilst 
satisfied that the General Medical Council enjoys the confi- 
dence of the profession in its work for the promction of the 
ublic interest, felt that no useful purpose would be served 
y engaging in public controversy. 


Tse Ernican Powers oF THE SoutH AFRICAN COMMITTEE. 


77. In 1923 the South African Committee raiscd with the 
home Association the question of its ethical powers, and the 
A.R.M. -1924 approved the following proposals which the 
Council had submitted for the consideration of the South 
African Committee in connection with this matter :— 

(1) That the Articles and By-laws of the Association be 
amended to provide :—~ 

(a) That the power of expulsion under Article 10 (b) 
by Branches in South Africa of not less than 30 members 
be discontinued ; - 

(b) That the South African Committee shall have the 
power of expulsion of members of the Association 
resident in the area of the South African Branches in 
a manner similar to that possessed by the Council of 
the Association under Article 10 (a); and 

(c) That the South African Committee appoint a 
Standing Committee for Ethics, to have similar 
functions to those of the Central Ethical Committee in 
this country. ; 

(2) That the alterations of the Articles necessary to 
give effect to the above should be of a general character 
in order to permit of similar action being taken by any. 
Federal Committee formed pursuant to Article 16 and 
By-law 23. 

78. The above proposals have now been approved by the ~ 
South African Committee and by the Branches of the Associa- 
tion in South Africa (except the Rhodesian Braaches which 
are not constituent Branches of the South African Committee). 


79. The Council therefore submits in paragraph 44 of this 
report under “ Organisation” the necessary amendments to 
the Articles of Association and the By-laws to sive effect to 


the above decisions.

MeEpICAL PRACTITIONERS ENGAGED IN MUNICIPAL MATERNITY 
Hospitals: 


80. The opinions expressed in the fullowing recommendations 
were approved by the A.R.M. 1925 (Min. 126), but as two months’ 
notice thereof had not been given they did not become the policy 
of the Association. The Council cons.ders that these opinions 
should now be adopted as the poijicy of the Assdciation and 
inserted in the Report on the Utilisation of Municipal Hospitals 
for Civil Needs, and therefore recommends :— ; 


_ Recommendation : That where the Local Authority makes 
provision for the institutional treatment of maternity 
cases this should be mainly or primarily for serious cases 
of ante-natal complications, for. cases requiring major 

_ obstetric operation-, for cases where isolation and treat- 
ment of septic infection is specially indicated, and other 
cases where the home conditions are unsuitable or 
dangerous for confinements. 

Recommendation : That where a general practitioner is called 
upon t) render assistance at a confinement in a Municipal 

Maternity Hospital, the fees payable to such praccitioner 
should be in accordance with the scale of fees approved 
by the Ministry of Health for the payment “4 local 
supervising authorities to medical practitioners called 
in on the advice of midwives under Section 14 of the 
Midwives Act, 1918. 


Recommendation : That where a consultant is called in by 
the practitioner in charge of the case the fee should be 
for the consultation not less than three guineas and for a 
major operation not less than ten guineas. 


TENDERING FOR APPOINTMENTS. 


81. The Council has cons‘dered the following resolution which 
was passed by tie A.R.M. 1925 :— 


Minute 128.—Resolved : That the following motion by Ports- 
mouth be referred to the Council for consideration :— 

That the Council be instructed to consider and report 

upon vhe desirability or otherwise of the practice adopted

Coroxers Law axp Deatu CERTIFICATION. 


82. The A.R. M. 1925 (Mins. 81-95) adopted a polic with regard 
to Coroners Law and Death Certification and Registration, and 
instructed t'e Council to prepare a Bill for introduction into 
Parliament incorporating such policy. Before the Council’s 
Bill could be prepared, a private Births and Deaths Registration 
B.ll, supported by the Home Office and Registrar-General, was 
introduced into the House of Commons, and a Government 
Coroners Law Bi!l was introduced into the House of Lords 


83. The Births and Deaths istration Bill, while providing 
for the registration of all still-births, does not go nearly so far as 
the Association wishes. It contains two new suggestions affecting 
the profession, viz., (i.) the delivery of the certificate of the cause 
of death direct to the Registrar, and (ii.) the delivery to the 
relatives or friends of the deceased person of a notification that 
this has been done, the form of certificute to be in three sections 
for this purpose, viz., (a) counterfoil, (b) notification to relatives, 
and (c) certificate. The Council is endeavouring to secure the 
amendment of this Bill so that it shall agree with the policy of 

Association. 

84. The Coroners (Amendment) Bill, H.L, 1°26, bids fair 
to be a considerable improvement on the Act of 1887 and meets 
several important points in the Association’s policy. It definitely 
aboli-hes the inequitable provision preventing medical officers of 
voluntary hospitals ob:aining fees for inquests on persons dying 
therein. The Council is also endeavouring to secure that this 
Bill shall agree with the policy of the Association. 


REGISTRATION OF NuRsinG Homes. 


85. Evidence, based on Minutes 122 and 123 of the A.R.M. 
1925, has been given on behulf of the Association before the 
Select Committee on the Registration of Nursing Homes, 


CHARGES IN CouRTS AGAINST MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS. 
86. The following resolution of the A.R M. 1925 has been 


considered by the Council :— 


Minute 128. Resolved: That the following Motion by 
Buckinghamshire Division be referred to the Council for 
consideration :— 

That this Representative Meeting views with anxiety 
the increasing number of complaints against medical prac- 
titioners, and requests the Council of the Association to 

' enquire into and report upon the whole subject. 


Since October, 1919, 54 actions against medical practitioners 


have been reported in the Zimes (12 criminal actions, 36 for 


malpraxis, and 6 miscellaneous actious, ¢.g., breach of contract 
between practitioners) and whilst this may not be an exhaustive 
list of such actions, the Council is of opinion that it affords a fair 
indication of the position, and that such being the case there is 
no need for the Association to take any special action at present.. 
In the new edition of the Handbuck 7. r Newly Yualified Medical~ 
Practitioners there will be a section dealing with charges of mal- 
praxis against medical practitioners and it is hoped that tiis will 
assist them in avoiding certain pitfalls. 


The Counci| recommends :— 


Recommendation : That having reviewed the whole situa- 
tion, the Representative Bo.fy does not consider that it 
isnece-sary for the Association to take any action in the 
matter of complaints and charges made against medical 
practitioners. 


Factory Mepicat SERVICE. 
87. A combined meeting of the Medico-Political and Public 
Health Committees, with representatives of the Association of 
Certifying Factory Surgeons, was he'd to consider the following 
Minutes of the Annual Representative Meeting 1925 and the 
question of the advisability of the Factory Medical Service being 
made an exception to the policy of the Association that all healt 
services should be under the administration of the Ministry of 
Healti. and of suitable Jocal healti: authorities :— 
Minute 111—Resolved: That the fcllowing sub-paras, 
(iv.) and (v.) of para. 127 of the Annual Report of Council be 
referred back for further consideration :-— 

(iv.) That opportunity should be given to Local 
Authorities for submitting schemes for transfe:ring the 
administration of the work of Occupational Hygiene to the 
Local Authorities (in so far as it is not already under their 
administration) and. that if the voluntary trial made by 
Local Authorities proves successful the tran-fer of the 
whole of this work to Local Authorities should be ultimately 
effected by order of the Departments concerned. 

(v.) *That whilst of the opinion set out in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, the Council considers it de-irable that 
any Factories Bill introduced into Parliament should 
make provision for the setting up of a complete service 
of Occupational Hygiene. 

Minute 113.—Resolved : That the princip'es set out in the 
following sub-paras. (i.), (ii,), (iii.). (vi.), (vii.) and (viii.) of

(i.) That there should be a distinct De; artment of Occu- 
pacional Hygiene attached to the Ministry of Health which 
should include the present Factory Medical Service trans- 
ferred from the Home Office.

90. The Council has informed the Retail Pharmacists Union

which it was not at that time prepared to discuss.

CHAUFFEURS AND UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE AND 
Mae Servant Tax. 


98. From enquiries received it is evident that some practitioners 
do not fully ne ea their position in this respect. In October, 
1922, Mr. Justice Roche gave a ruling that for the purposes of 
the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1920, doctors who employed 
chauffeurs-to drive them on their rounds were liable to pay con- 
tributions in respect of their chauffeurs. Under the Revenue 
Act, 1869, a 15s. licence is also payablein respect of a male 
servant, and this tax applies to chauffeurs. These taxes are 
levied by two separate enactments having no relationship to one 
another and the taxes are levied for totally different purposes. 
The Council does not deem it advisable to take action to reiieve 
‘doctors of their liability to pay the Male Servant Tax. The 
matter was dealt with in a ‘‘Current Note ” on 27th March, 1926. 


-SIGHT-TESTING BY OPTICIANS. 


99. Opticians are making a further attempt to obtain recogni- 
tion by the promotion of a Bill which seeks inter a/ia to set upa 
register of opticians who have passed certain examinations or who 
have fulfilled certain specific requirements, and to secure that 
only registered opticians shall be legally entitled to deal with any 
e normal state of vision. , 


Acting on the authority contained in the following resolution 
of the A.R.M, 1923 :— 


Minute 143.—Resolved : That any State recognition of 
sight-testing by persons not possessed of a medical qualitica-

100. The only provision (Reg. No. 10) of the Methylated Spirit

trial” Methylated Spirit (i.e., spirit to every 95 parts by volume 
of which 5 parts by volume of wood — has been added) 
and provides that ‘‘ no greater quantity than one imperial pintof 
spirite, either alone or as an ingredient of a preparation, shall be 
supplied at any one time to or for the use of any one person.” 


DanceErovs Drucs REGULATIONS—INCLUSION OF BARBITURIC 
Acip Drugs. 


101. In March, 1925, the Home Office informed the Association 
that the Home Secretary had come to the conclusion that it was 
desirable to include in the Regulations relating to pes. er 
Drugs, the group of drugs derived from barbituric acid and that 
it was proposed to issue an Order in Council for this purpose.

_ National Health Insurance. 

REPORT OF Commission on Nationau INsvRANcE. 

106. The Report of the Royal Commission on National 
Health Insurance, before which representatives of the Asso- 
ciation gave evidence in 1925, was published in March. The 
Report is receiving the consideration of the Insurance Acts 
Committee so fur as atfects insurance “practitioners, and 
a Special Committee has been set up to consider the Report 
in regard to the question of extension of the scope of medical 
benefit, especially the proposed early establishment of a 
consultant and specialist service and a laboratory service, 
and any principles it may be desired to lay down with regard 
to any further extension of scope. 


New ConpiT1ons oF SERVICE FoR INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS. 


107. The present agreement of insurance practitioners 
expires at the end of the present year, and it has been 
with the Ministry of Health that the precedent of previous 
revisions should be followed, namely, that the representatives 
of the Iusurance Acts Committee and the Ministry should tirst 
examine any proposal for the amendment of the regulations 
and terms of service, leaving the question of remuneration 
to be discussed at a later stage when all points affecting the 
——. of the practitioner’s obligations have been 
considered. 


108. The only parliamentary action which appears to be 
contemplated by the Government arising out of the Report of 
the Royal Commission is that contained in the Econom 
(Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill now before Parliament, whic 
proposes to make a permanent statutory charge on insurance 
funds of 13s. for medical benefit as against the existing 
ange charge of 9s. 6d., the difference between the figures 

ving been provided during the past three years by the 
temporary provision, terminating this year, contained in the 
1924 Act. 

109. This proposal would mean the elimination of Approved 
Societies from any discussion on the amount of the capitation 
fee provided the total amount for medical benefit does not 
exceed the 13s. If, however, the Bill was acquiesced in by 
the profession and it was decided later to press for an 
increase in the present 9s. capitation fee, Approved Societies 
would doubtless claim the right to be consulted thereon if 

increase necessitated the provision of more than 13s. 
for medical benefit, and such excess came out of funds with 
which they are concerned. . 


110. The Ministry has, therefore, been informed that 
notwithstanding 


(i.) the proposal in the Royal Commission Report (with 
whick the Committee agrees) that medical benefit should 
be a first chargé on insurance funds; and 

{ii.) the proposals of the Government in the Economy 
Bill, making a permanent statutory charge on insurance

should be administered by a through Insurance Committees or

mission on Health Insurance recommends that ophthalmic benefit 
be recognised as part of the proposed extended service which 
would of course be administered by Insurance Committees or 
their successors. 

118. Up to March 31st, 1926, the names of 769 practitioners» 
inclusive of duplicates, have b.en placed upon the Association’s 
list of ophthalmic specialists who have intimated their willingness 
to treat insured members of Approved Societies at a reduced fee 
of one guinea. The names are distributed as follows :—England 
673, Scotland 73, Wales 18. 

119. The actual list is printed by the Ministry of Health and 
is made availabe to all Insurance Committees and Approved 
Societies, the Association keeping the Ministry informed monthly 
of any alterations. The first list was issued in July, 1925, and 
was reprinted in November, 1925. 

120. Under this benefit any insured person recommended by 
his insurance practitioner to obtain ophthalmic treatment, and 
whose application for this additional benefit is approved by his 
Approved Society, is free to consult any eye specialist on the 
Association’s list. The scheme still requires to te improved in 
some of its det.ils, but the Council is satisfied that on the whole 


' the arrangement has worked fairly well. 


121. Unfortunately the number of Societies administering this 
benefit, though large, represents only some 1,500,000 of the 
15,000,000 insured persons. Many of the rema‘ning Societies, 
which include most of the larger Societies, alminister what is 
known as ‘‘ Optical” Benefit, whereby use is made of opticians. 
The practice of some such Societies upon being applied to by a 
member for ophthalmic treatment which has becn recommended 
by his insurance practitioner, is to refer the member to an

137. The Council has been consulted in regard to 39 
Poor Law appointments since the A.R.M. 1925, and has givea 
appropriate advice and assistance where possible. 


Causation of Puerperal Morbidity and Mortality. 


138. Arising out of the consideration of the Peport on 
Maternal Mortality (Reports on Public Health and Medical 
Subjects, No. 25) published by the Ministry of Health in 
March, 1924, on the causation of Puerperal Morbidity and 
Mortality, the Council on 21st November, 1924, decided that 
it was unable to accept the — expressed in that Report 
and the inferences which had been drawn therefrom and 
pointed a Special Committee “‘to consider and report oa 
Causation of Puerperal Morbidity and Mortality and on 
the administrative action, if any, that should be taken in 
connection with the matter.” 

139. In investigating this matter various documents have 
been considered including Dame Janet Campbell’s Report, the 
Report of the Scottish Departmental Committee on Puerperal 
Morbidity and Mortality, and suggestions sent in by medical 
practitioners. The Medical Research Council has been asked 
if it could furnish information based on experimental 
evidence with regard to the following points :— 

(1) The best specific prophylactic measure to employ for 
the prevention of infection by streptococcus pyogenes. 

(2) How long it takes to acquire such immunity and 
what is its degree of duration? 

(3) What are the therapeutic values of specific as 
Opposed to antiseptic measures in the treatment of 
septicemia caused by streptococcus pyogenes ? 

140. The Medical Research Council has replied that it is 


hot yet in a position to supply properly ba information on 
“ese specific questions, but that in more than one directicn it 


is supporting work which aims at finding answers to these 
questions, and that it will gladly acquaint the Association 
with any results which its workers are able to present with 
confidence; and that the Medical Research Council would be 
grateful to be kept in touch with any lines of enquiry which 
the Association proposes to undertake or promote. 
operation. with the Medical Research Council is bein 
maintained. The question of devoting some funds to researc 
in connection with the Committee’s work is ‘under 
consideration, 


141. The Council has approved an Interim Report, which 
was published in the B.M.J.  gpnguneey of 9th January, 
1926, and this — together with a questionnaire was sent 
to Divisions and Branches in an effort to obtain information 
on various aspects of the problem. The interest taken by 
Divisions and Branches is most gratifying. Over 100 of them 
have considered the Report and have completed and returned 
the questionnaire, the answers showing that a great deal of 
time and trouble have been given to f e work. The returns 
have been subjected to a preliminary analysis and a further 
scrutiny is being made. The Council is not yet in a position 
to say at what time the Committee will have completed its 
work, but it is very unlikely that a final report will be 
ready for the A.R.M. at Nottingham. 


INVESTIGATIONS OF MATERNAL DEATHS AND CASES OF 
PUERPERAL FEVER. 


142. The Council considered a circular (No. 517—dated 
30th June, 1924) which the Ministry of Health issued 
to Maternity and Child Welfare Scheme Authorities wherein 
it was stated inter alia (a) that “it is desirable that there 
should be an investigation in every area by a competent and 
experienced medical officer of all maternal deaths, and of all 
cases of puerperal fever and all stiil-births and neo-natal 
deaths, with a view to ascertaining and preventing the causes 
likely to lead to maternal or infant mortality ’’; and (b) that 
the Minister would be glad if Local Authorities would care- 
fully review the suggestions made in the circular, and any 
others which might appear usetul. in other that in every area 
action might be taken which would reduce the risk involved in 
childbirth: The Council informed the Ministry of Health that 
it was of opinion that it would be inadv:sable to impose upon 
Local Authorities the compulsory duty of iaveeerens 
maternal deaths, all cases of puerperal fever, all still-births, 
and all neo-natal deaths, but that if the County Councils 
Association so desired the Association’s Committee on the 
Causation of Puerperal Morbidity and Mortality would be 
prepared to discuss the matter with representatives of the 


‘County Councils Association.” 


143. At the Conference which ey took place, the 
representatives cf the County Councils Association made it 
clear (i.) that they were approaching the Association with 
a view to obtaining its concurrence in recommending members 
of the Association to facilitate the investigations contem- 
plated by Circular No. 517 as they recogniced that they 
could not be successfully conducted other than with the 
individual co-operation of the private practitioners of the 
country, (ii.) that they recognised the ee wide 
range of investigation contemplated and the advisability of 
limiting the cases investigated to those of maternal deaths 
and of puerperal fever, and (iii.) that if the investigation 
could not: proceed beyond statements made by the midwife it 
would be impossible to obtain sufficient complete information 
to be of any value and that the County Councils Association 
wanted to be able to extend the enquiry to the doctor if any 
scheme could be devised which would enable this to be done 
with his full concurrence and gocdwill. 

144.The Council has expressed the opinicn that it is 
desirable there should be an investigation in every area by 
a competent and experienced medical officer of atl maternai 
deaths and of all cases of puerperal fever, provided (i.) that 
the medical professicn is assured that such investigations 
would be exclusively for scientific purposes and for purposes 
of public health, end (ii.) that, where necessary, they would 
be followed by an offer of expert advice or assistanee, 
institutional or otherwise. 


Hospitals. 


Payurnt or Mepica, Starrs or Hosrrrats ms Respect or 
Certain Accrpent Casrs.. 

145. The following opinion of the Council was approved by 
the A.R.M. 1925 (Min. 181), but as two months’ notice 
thereof had not been given it couid not become the policy of 
the - Association. ‘The Council considers that it should 
hecome policy vad therefore recommends :— 


Recemmendation : That in all cases of accident where 
medical attendance is given at a Voluntary Hospital,

That where patients who would ordinarily con- 
sidered as private patients are admitted to hospital 
solely on account of accident or emergency, they 
should be considered as “ private patients.” 


Case Sweets or Hosprirau Patients, 

146. The opinion contained in the following. recommenda- 
tion was approved by the A.R.M. 1925 (Min. 184), but as two 
months’ notice thereof had not been given it. could not become 
the policy of the Association. The Council considers that it 
should become policy and ‘therefore recommends :— 

Recommendation : That case sheets and records of 
patients treated in hospitals should remain in the 
custody of the hospital; that they must be regarded 
as confidential documents and access to them allowed 
solely to the members of the visiting staff of the 
hospital. 


REMUNERATION OF VisiTING CoNnsULTING Starrs or Poor Law 
‘Hosprrats, 

147. In 1921 the Council recommended that the remuneration 
of an ophthalmic surgeon for attendance on poor law patients 
in infirmaries should be not less than £2 2s. Od. and ‘mileage 
if outside London, and £3 3s. Od. inclusive of mileage fee in 
London, together with £5 5s. 0d. for each operation performed, 
but the Representative Body did not adopt the recommendation 
on’ account of the differentiation in the attendance fee 
suggested for London and the provinces, and the Association 
is without any policy on the matter. 

148. Owing to the increasing demand for the services of 
consultants in connection with poor law patients in infirmaries 
and the consequent applications for advice which the Asso- 
ciation receives, the matter has been reconsidered and the 
Council is of opinion that it is essential that the Representa- 
tive Body should adopt a policy on the matter, although such 
policy will probably be only of a temporary nature and 

uire revision in the near future in the light of further 
experience. 

The Council accordingly recommends :— 

Recommendation : (i.) That the minimum fee per visit of 

a consultant called in to a poor law patient in a Poor 

- Law Hospital should be £2 2s. Od., with mileage in 

addition where necessary, and (ii.) that the minimum 

fee for each operation tformed in such circum- 
stances should be £5 5s. od. 


TeacHIna HospitaLs AND THE Hospitat Poutcy. 
_ 149, The A.R.M. 1925 (Min. 177) referred to the Council 
for consideration the following Motion by Birmingham Central 
Division :— 
That taking into consideration the importance of 
medical education and the fact that the large teaching 
hospitals are specially organised and staffed for such work, 
this meeting is of the opinion that in the scheme of 
hospital policy of the British Medical Association these 
hospitals should be put in a class by themselves, 


150. In order to assist in the consideration of this matter the 
Birmingham Central Division, at the request of the Council, 
forwarded the following specific amendments which it s ted 
should be made in the Policy of the Association affecting 
Hospitals, in order to make special provision with regard to the 
teaching hospitals :— 

a) That paragraph 1 of the “ Policy re Inter-relation 
“Co-ordination of Hospital ” be amended 
to read :— 

There are in this country four types of hospitals in 
which provision is made for the treatment and. nursi 
“of the ‘sick, viz. :—Teaching Hospitals associated wit 

Medical Schools responsible for the training of students; 

Voluntary Hospitals, the responsibility of whose staffs 

does not include teaching; Poor Law Hospitals, and 

-Municipal Hospitals. 

(b) That paragraph 22 (b) of the “‘ Voluntary Hospi 

Poliey ” be amended to 
It shall be open to a private patient to select any 
registered medical practitiener as his attendant, except 
that in the case of teaching hospitals, the choice shall 
be limited to the staffs of the hospitals. 
__ (ce) That paragraph 33 of the “ Voluntary Hospital 
Policy’ be amended by the addition of 
In the case of teaching hospitals, it is undesirable 
that the remuneration of the staffs should have any 


connection with direct or indirect contributions of 

patients towards the cost of their treatment, inasmuch 

as such a connection would tend to restrict the 
opportunities for clinical teaching. 

The relevant paragraphs of the Association’s Policy affecting 

Hospitals are :— 
(a) Paragraph 1 of Policy re Inter-relation and Co-ordina- 
tion of Hospital Provision :— 

There are in this country three types of hospitals in 
which provision is made for the treatment and nursing 
of the sick, viz., Volunta Hospitals, Poor Law 
Hospitals, and Municipal Hospitals. 

(4) Paragraph 22 (b) of ‘ Voluntary Hospital Policy” :— 
Private Patients in Nursing Homes Attached to 
Hospitals. 

22. (b) It shall be open to a private patient to sel 

any registered medical practitioner as his attendant. 


(c) Paragraph 33 of ‘‘ Voluntary Hospital Policy’? :— 
Methods of Recognition of Services of Visiting 
.. Medical Staffs. 
33. Where the Board of a voluntary hospital receives 
contributions from individuals in return for, or in 
anticipation of, treatment (other than paying patients 
referred to in Section IX. (a) and IX (b)), the members’ 
of the visiting medical staffs should receive recognition 
of their services either in the form of an agreed 
honorarium, or by means of a percentage of all such 
—— being passed into a special fund. Such 
onorarium or fund can be allocated in any manner 
which the visiting medical staff may determine. 

151. The Council, however, desires to point out (i.) that if 
suggestion (a) were adopted all the various kinds of Voluntary 
Hospitals such as Orthopedic, Ear Nose and Throat, Cottage, 
etc., would have to be cited and that this would be of no 
advantage; (ii.) that the provisions of paragraph 22 of the 
n»olicy do not refer to Voluntary Hospitals, but to Nursin 

omes attached to such hospitals and therefore the sugges 
amendment is not applicable; and (iii-) that the provisions of 
paragraph 33 would be satisfied if the Medical Staff accepted 
an honorarium, however small, and that it considers it would 
be unwise to impose any limits in this respect which would 
specially affect the medical staffs of Teaching Hospitals, some 
members of which desire to take advantage of the provisions 
of the policy in this respect. 

152. The Council therefore does not consider there is any 
need for Teaching Hospitals to be placed in a class by them- 
selves in the Polic The Birmingham 
Central Division also n notified of the foregoing 


opixions. 
Hospitan ACCOMMODATION IN ENGLAND AND WALBS. 

153. In its report on voluntary hospital accommodation it 
England and Wales, the Voluntary Hospitals Commission 
estimated that 10,000 additional beds were required i 
Voluntary Hospitals in England and Wales, and that the cost 
of making the necessary extensions to accommodate these beds 
would be at the rate of £400 per bed, and the Commission 
recommended that the Government should make a graut 
towards the cost of approved extensions, of 50 per cent. up 
a maximum of £200 per bed, the remaining 50 per cent. to be 
raised locally. 

154. The Council, however, while not satisfied that the 
Voluntary Hospitals Commission has made out a case 
for an immediate State grant for voluntary hospitals 


‘generally, is of opinion (i.) that in individual areas where 


extension of voluntary hospital accommodation 
roved by the Voluntary Hospitals Commission to be necessary, 
tate grants for capital expenditure only should be made to, 
and distributed through, the Volunta ospitals Commission; 
and (ii.) that voluntary hospitals should be encouraged 
look to contributory schemes, fees from patients and payments 
by the State for services rendered, in addition to voluntary 
contributions and legacies, to pay for the necessary extensions, 
equipment and maintenance. 

155. In this connection it is noted that the Minister of 
Health has informed the Chairman of the Voluntary Hospitals 
Commission that he has come to the conclusion that in the 
present financial situation it is impracticable at this stage t# 
proceed with the Commission’s proposal for a Parliamentary 
grant towards the cost of hospital extensions. 


Hosprrat Savine Association. 

156. The activities of the Hospital Saving Association 
are mainly confined to the metropolitan area. The chief 
object of the Hospital Saving Association is to provide com 
tributions to hospitals ig respect of the maintenance, whilé 
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in hospital, of its members. The scheme conforms, generally 
speaking, to the policy of the Association in regard to 
“Contributory Schemes,’”’ but the Council has made repre- 
sentations to the Hospital Saving Association that it 
should inform those hospitals to which it makes contributions 
that such payments include, in addition to payment in respect 
of the maintenance of patients, payment in respect of the 
medical and surgical treatment of such patients, but the 
Hospital Saving Association so far has not seen its way to 
adopt this suggestion. 

157. In November, 1925, the Hospital Saving Association 
published a “ List of Registered and Qualified Opticians ” 
the majority of whom had agreed to prescribe as well as 
dispense spectacles for contributors to that Association under 
special conditions and terms. The Council has informed 
the Hospital Saving Association of its objection to the 
encouragement of unqualified practice and has expressed 
the hope that the arrangement will be discontinued; and that 
the Council is prepared to discuss the matter further at a 
conference between representatives of both bodies. 


X-Ray Worx at Hospirats. 
158. As a result of a conference between representatives of 
the Hospitals Committee and the British Institute of Radiolo 
the Institute is drawing up a scheme for submission to the 
Association dealing with the position of Medical Staffs of 
Hospitals in relation to X-ray work. 


Naval and Military. 


ELECTION OF REPRESENTATIVES ON THE CoUNCIL oF THE A.M.S. 
anp R.A.F.M.S. 

159. The period of office of Major-General Sir William 
Macpherson.and of Lieut.-Col. C. B. Heald as the representa- 
tives on tke Council of the Army Medical Service and of the 
Royal Air Force Medical Service expires at the conclusion of 
the ‘.R.M. at Nottingham. The Council submits the names 
of Major-General Sir Alfred Blenkinsop and Group-Capt. N. J. 
Roche to fill the vacancies. 


Recsmmendation : That the my officers be elected 
to represent on the Council, for the period 1926-9, the 
services named :— 


Major-General Sir Alfred Blenkinsop, K.C.B., 
C.M.G., A M.S (ret.), Army Medicai service, 


_ Group-Captain N. J. Roche, O.B.E., R.A.F.M.S. 
(ret.), Royal Air Force Medical Service. 


SHORTAGE OF CANDIDATES FOR can R.A.M.C. 


160. The question of the shortage of candidates for the 
R.A.M.C. which was the subject of a resolution by the Bath 
Representative Meeting as a result of the treatment of Majors, 
R.A.M.C., who joined the Corps prior to the introduction of 
the 1919 Warrant, in regard to their pensions, continues to 
engage the attention of the Council. An Inter-Departmental 
Committee was set up by the Cabinet in the autumn of 1925 
to consider the whole question of the shortage of candidates 
for the medical branches of the fighting services, and evidence 
was given by the Association before that Committee. The 
memorandum of evidence (which was fully supplemented by 
oral evidence before the Committee) was published in the 
Supplement to the Journal of January 30th, 1926. 

161. Ever siace the war tke Council has becn urgirg on the 
authorities the pressiag need for reforms; every ccnceivable 
cause that might have sore bearing on the present 


‘unpopularity of the Corps has at one time or another been 


put forward and argued. 

162. The present shortage of candidates, especially in the 
case of the R.A.M.C. continues, and the Council feels there 
is little likelihood of the position improving until at least 
the more important points put forward in the Association's 
memorandum of evidence to the Inter-Departmental Committee 
are met. 

Medical Benevotence. 


163. The Representative Body in 1925 instructed the Council 
to set up a Charities Committee tobe constituted and directed 
according to the tollowing provisions :— 

1. The Committee shall consist of the Officers of the 
Association ex officio, three members appointed by the 
Representative Body and three members appointed by the 
Council, together with the Editor, the Medical Secretary : 
and the Financial Secretary. ' 

2. It sha!l be the duty of the Committee through the 
machinery of the Association to direct the attention of ‘ 
members to the financial and educational positions which ' 
atise xs a result of misfortune falling on members of the 

- profession, and to appeal for contributions to meet these . 

Positions, 


3. All sums obtained in response to such appeals shall 
be paid to a Charities Trust Fund, the Trustees being the 
Members of Council for the time being in office, and shall be 
distributed to sucl) medical Lenevolent organisations and in 
such amounts as the Committee (subject to the approval 
of the Trustees) shall deem advisable. 


4, Contributions paid to the Fund may at the will of 
the donor either Le lefu to the discretion of the Committee 
or earmarked for a particular purpose. 


164 The Representative Body did not express an opinion as to 
whether the Committee was Lo be a Standing Committee of the 
Associa ion or merely an ad hoc Committee requiring re-appoint- 
ment year by year. The Council believes, Lowever, that it was 
intended that the Committee should be included among the 
Standing Committees in the Schedule to the By-laws of the 
Associati_n, and a recommendation to this effect is submitted to 
the Representative Body in the section of the Council’s Kepcert 
dealing with Organisation. Paragraph 2 of the Comm ttee’s 
Constitution and Objects speaks of the Committee’s duty being 
“* to direct the attention of members to the financial and educa- 
tional positions which arise . . . ” and the strict interpreta- 
tion of that wording would appear to confine the scope of the 
Committee’s appeals to members of the Association. The Council 
believes, however, that, while the Representa:ive Body contem- 
plated that such appeals sould be specially directed to members 
of the Asso-iation, the Committee’s field of activity s:.culd be 
sufficiently wide to allow of appeals being made to, and contriLu- 
tions being received from, any member ot the profession, whether 
helonging to the Association or not. The powers and duties of 
the Committee in the draft addition to the Schedule to the 
By-laws submitted to the Representative Body have therctore 
been framed to allow of this. 


165. Under the Constitution and Objects of the Charities Com- 
mittee, it is provided that the Editor, Medical Secretary and 
Financial Secretary shall be members of the Committee. As 
there is no such provision in respect of any other Standing 
Committee, the Council is of opinion that the establishment of 
such a precedent would be undesirable, and the above-mentioned 
addition to the Schedu'e to the By-laws has been drafted 
accordingly. (See para. 45.) 


166. Activities have so far been confined w an appeal to each 
‘Division tov appoint a Char.ties Secretary for the purpose of 
soliciting subscriptions from the local memters of the proiession. 
It has been suggested al-o that each Branch should form a 
Branch Charities Committee, the constitution of which would 
include the various Division Churities Secretaries within the 
Branch. In this way it is hoped to minimise the risk of over- 
lapping of work by Division Charities Secretarics. 


167. The Annual Conference of Local Medical and Panel Com- 
mittees in October, 1925, instructed itsexeccutive (the Insurance 
Ac‘s Committee of the Association) to organise support for the 
Medical Charities Fund from every Panel Committee, and while 
it was somewhat difficult to know how those Committees could 
assist in this matter without covering much of the sume ground 
as the Division Charities Secretaries, it was realised that by 
reason of she close association of- Panel Committces with a large 
section of the profession, those Co: mittees might be able to 
render valuable assistance in secrring contributions to the Fund. 
Panel Committees were therefore asked to place themselves in 
touch with the local Divisions and to co-operate in any way 
possible towards obtaining a greater measure of support for 
medi 2] charities. Fur. hermore, the suggestion was made that 
the constitution of the Branch Charities Committee men ioncd in 
the previous paragraph might be so framcd as to include a repre- 
sentative of each Panel Commiitee within the area of the Dranch. 


168. The application form for the annuel subscription to the 
Association is the medium by which the attention of members 
has always been directed to the various medical charities for 
which’ the Association has for many years acted as collecting 
agent, and the form has therefore been altered to introduce the 
B.M.A. Char:tics Fund, at the same time giving members the 
option of earmarking their subscripticns for any charity which 
they were particularly desirous of benefiting. In addition vo this 
a leading article appear. d in the B.M/../. of December 26th, 1925, 
reminding members of the claims of the medical benevolent 
organisations which are in need of help. A Current Note was 
also inserted in the B.M./J. Supp’ement for three successive 
weeks. 


169. Although it is early to form an opinion as to the success 
of the venture, and it will probably be some time before the full 
effect can be judged, it is gratifying to note that, from the 
subscriptions so fur receiv: d, there are signs that members of the 
— are realising their duty towards their less fortuns.te 
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Oversea Branches. 
ProressionaL Licences Orprnance, KENYA. 

170. The Professional Licences Ordinance, 1925, of Kenya 
laid down a scale of licences for practising various professions 
in the Colony under which the Annual Licence for a medical 
practitioner was to be 100 shillings, with penalties for failing 
to take out such a licence. The Ordinance also provided that 
a medical practitioner who had taken out a licence, and who 
satisfied the licensing officer by affidavit that the fees received 
from practice during any year had not exceeded the cost of 
the licence, should be entitled to a rebate equal to the amount 
by which such fees were less than the cost of the licence. 


171. The Kenya Branch notified the Colonial Government 


. that it objected to the proposed Ordinance for the following 


reasons: (i.) that medical practitioners were already licensed by 
the General Medical Council and registered under the Medical 
Practitioners and Dentists Ordinance of Kenya, registration 
fees having been paid in both instances; (ii.) that the 
mary object of the suggested licensing fees was to provide 
unds for the purposes of control and such a system should 
not be used as a means of increasing general revenue; 
(iii.) that the proposed fees were for the purpose of increasing 
the general revenue and should not fall on only a section 
of the community; (iv.) that the tax would eyroy od 
medical practice in the Colony, and so be detrimental to the 
ublic health; and (v.) that the tax would bear harshly on 
a) medical missionaries who do not normally engage in 
private practice, but who may be called to patients in 
emergencies; (b) medical practitioners who have been allotted 
Government medical farms for the purpose of attendin 
medically the European people in outlying districts an 
whose incomes from medical practice are usually insignificant ; 
and (c) Government medical officers in certain parts of the 
Colony whose work is mainly among the native population 
and who may be called upon to attend patients on purely 
humanitarian grounds. 

172. The Colonial Secretary gave the Branch an assurance 
that the local administration did not intend to proceed with 
the Bill at present, and the Council has endorsed the objec- 
tions of the Branch and asked the Branch to inform it of 
any further steps that might be taken. 


GOVERNMENT MEDICAL OFFICERS AND MEETINGS OF 
Kenya BRANCH. 


173. The Branch has had some coutroversy with the local 
administration with regard to the position of Government 
medical officers in acura, and voting on matters at meetings of 
the Branch. The Kenya Colonial Secretary has stated that the 
Government does not wish to restrict free discussion and voting 
by Government medical officers in deliberations of the Kenya 

ranch on Bills or any matter of medical interest on which 
the Government has reached no definite policy, bet that when 
a policy has been laid down, the (iovernmeut cannot permit 
criticism by its medical officers of the principles underlying that 
policy ; further that Government medical officers have a proper 
channel for the communication of such views as they wish to 
place before the (i:overnment. 

174. This statement appeared to be both ambiguous and 
unsatisfactory, but the Branch acquiesced in the opinion 
of the Council that the point could best be decided upon 
a concrete instance, and no action was taken at the time. 
Meanwhile the point has been raised centrally in the course 
of negotiation with the Colonial Office, and the issue has 
thus become one of fundamental importance. 


Mepicat Practitioners’ Decrer, 1925, Zanzipar. 

175. In May, 1925, the Colonial Office submitted a copy 
of the Medical Practitioners’ Decree, 1925, of Zanzibar, and 
asked for comments. The Decree dealt with the manner in 
which deaths should be notified and the form of report, no 
fee being payable to the practitioner; and penalties being 
provided for non-compliance. 

176. The Zanzibar Branch on 20th A t, 1925, decided 
unanimously that members of the Branch should agree to 
accept the duties proposed in the Decree without requiring 
a fee and the Council accordingly informed the Colonial Office that 
it had no objections to offer to the Decree. 


Iraq Mepicat Service. 


177. The Mesopotamian Branch has been active in safeguarding 
the position of medical officers of the Iraq Medical Service under 
the treaties between Great Britain and the Kingdom of Iraq. 
Ultimately, 13 of the 16 medical officers who were in the service 
prior to the acceptance of the Mandate were offered contracts of 
service und sr Government, and the Branch saw no 
reason why these should be refused merely because the services 


of the other 3 medical officers were to be dispensed with. The 
Secretary of State for the Colonies when in Iraq informed repre- 
sentatives of the Branch that he would endeavour to obtain 
compensation for the 3 medical officers whose services were to be 
discontinued and the Branch is watching the position. 


East Arrican MepicaL Services. 


178. In August, 1925, the Council received information as 
to the publication of new Regulations for the East African 
Medical Service. These Regulations were dated March, 1925, 
and were actually brought into force at different dates in 
the several Dependencies. After consideration of representa 
tions received from the several East African Branches the 
Council was satisfied that, whilst the Regulations in no way 
conflicted with the policy of the Association and appeared 
to be directed towards the development of a more compre- 
hensive and effective health service for the native population, 
the manner in which they had been put into force was-open 
to the gravest exception as constituting in certain respects 
a definite breach of faith with the existing personnel of the 
Service. This breach of faith lay in the arbitrary variation 
of conditions of service without compensation or agreement 
in the following respects :—(1) the imposition of a liability 
to transfer from the medical service of one Dependency to 
another within the East African group; (2) the imposition 
of a liability to prohibition of private practice in any 
district where the services of independent medical 
practitioners are available for the general population. The 
imposition of the latter liability was accompanied by the 
abolition of an allowance in lieu of private practice enjoyed 
by sanitation officers. 

179. In the course of correspondence with the East African 
Branches on the subject of these Regulations, the Council 
came also to the considered opinion that, apart from this 
question of breach of faith, the emoluments of the East 
African Medical Service under the new Regulations were in 
many respects inadequate and required revision if the Service 
were to secure an adequate supply of well qualified recruits 
in the future. The question of the breach of faith was 
immediately taken up with the Colonial Office as a preliminary 
to the discussion of service conditions, and the retary of 
State for the Colonies was requested on November 21st, 1925, 
to receive a deputation to discuss the whole position at the 
earliest possible date. Fie 

180. No satisfactory reply was given by the Colonial Office 
to the case put forward by the Association in the course 
of correspondence and when, in the absence of any promise 
on the part of the Secretary of State to meet the proposed 
deputation from the Association, advertisements of vacancies 
in the East African Medical Service and the West African 
Medical Staff were tendered to the Journal, it was, in the 
opinion of the Council, necessary to call the attention of the 
profession to the. position created by the action of the 
Secretary of State and to publish an eo one Notice cover- 
ing all appointments made by him in this country. 

181. Subsequently a deputation from the Association was 
received by the Secretary of State for the Dominions (Mr. 
Amery) and, after certain supplementary correspondence, the 
Council was satisfied thut the rights of the existing per- 
sonnel of the East African Medical Servies would be adequately 
safeguarded under the new Regulations. In these circumstances 
it was possible to withdraw the Important Notice covering the 
Colonial Medical Services in general, this Notice having been 
inserted solely on the ground that the Regulations as they stood 
involved a breach of faith with these medical officers. Unfortun- 
ately other issues of a very grave nature were raised in the course 
of negotiations with the Colonial Office, and as regards these 
issues no Satisfactory settlement has as vet been reached. The 
matter will be dealt with in more detail in the supplementary 
report. Meanwhile, at:rention- is directed to the  corre- 
spondence between the Colonial Office and the Association from 
October 13th, 1925, to ge | 12th, 1926, and the statement 
on the whole position in the Colonial Medical Services, 
published in the p= teen to the British Medical Journal, 
on January 9th and January 23rd, 1926, respectively ; and to the 
leading article in the Journal of the 10th April dealiog with the 
withdrawal of the Important Notice. 


Marayan MeEpican SERVICE. 

182. Conditions of medical service in the Federated Malay 
States, which is technically a part of a united Medical 
Service for Malaya, are extremely unsatisfactory. 
Council has taken the matter up with the Colonial Office 
and it is hoped that as a result of the Report of a Medical 
Committee, which recently made a comprehensive review 
conditions in the Federated Malay States, and submitted @ 
report which is now under consideration by the Local 
A ministration and by the Colonial Office, reform will be 
secur 
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Winpwarp Istanps Meprcat Service. 


183. The position in the Windward Islands has not been 
materially modified since the Council first found it. necessary 
to publish an Important Notice in respect of that Service in 
June, 1923. It is understood, however, that economic condi- 
tions in Windward Islands are slightly less stringent than 
in 1923, and negotiations have been opened with the Colonial 
Office in the hope of securing some advance. 


British Hyerene Counci, anp HEALTH CONDITIONS 

184. The British Social Hygiene Council invited the 

Association (as an organisation represented on that Council) 

to ask its Divisiors to. bring the following to the notice of 
members of Parliament representing their areas :— 

It is urged that Members of Parliament during ‘the 
coming session should keep the following pcints befcre 
the Government :— 

(1) The importance of making conditional on grants 
from the East African Geveiopment Loan, the alloca- 
tion of a percentage sufficient to enable adequate 
medical measures to be taken in the areas in which 
development work is to be undertaken. 


(2) The importance of immediate acticn with. regard 
to the improvement of the Medical Service in the 
West Indies, that adequate measures for the diagnosis 
of Venereal Diseases may be taken. 


(3) The importance of considering Imperial responsi- 
bilities for the public health of the community in 
connection with the development of the Singapore 
dockyard, and, if necessary, giving special support to 
the Government of the Straits Settiements in their 
efforts to deal with the Venereal Diseases menace. 


(4) That where adequate provision fcr Venereal 
Disease treatment facilities for seafarers of all nations, 
guaranteed by the British Government under the 
Belgian Agreement, cannot be provided vy tke Cclonial 
Government, that the Imperial Government should 
contribute towards the cost of the Poit Clinic. 


185. The Council, however, decided that the most effective 
way of dealing with the matter was to send copies of the 
foregoing to each of the medical members of Parliament with 
an intimation that the Council approved, in general, of the 
four points set out. | 


ADMISSION OF APOTHECARI£S TO THE CEYLON MEDI-CAL REGISTER. 
1s6. Tne Ceylon Branch has passed resolutions deprecating 
as a retrograde step and one detrimental to the interests of 
the public and derogatory to the medical profession, the 
decision of the Legislative Council to admit to the Medical 
Register of Ceylon those Apothecaries who joined the Medical 
Department prior to the Medical Sigisher Ordinance cf 
1905. The Branch forwarded copies cf its resolutions to the 
Ceylon Colonial Secretary, the. Hon. Principal C.vil Medical 
Olficer, the President of the Ceylon Medical Council, Members of 
the Legislative Council, all the Members of the Branch, to the 
press and to the Council of the Association. The Council con- 
sidered that the position was a serious one in whieh the Branch 
deserved all the support which could be given to it, and copies of 
the resolutions were accordingly sent to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies and to the General Medical Council. 
The Secretary of State replied to the effect that the otten- 
tion of the Governor of Ceylon would be drawn to the views 
of the Association, and the Registrar of the General Medical 
Council reported that he had no official information of any recent 
action by the Ceylon Legislative Council and that he would have 
to obtain it in order that the General Medical Council might be 
fully informed on the matter. 


Scotland, 


MEMBERSHIP AND ORGANISATION. 


187. Gratifying progress continues to he made, the 
membership in Scotland at 3lst December, 1925, being 3,136 
as compared with 2,960 at the corresponding date in the 
previous year, and under the stimulus of the approaching 
Edinburgh meeting still further increase is anticipated in 
the current year. 

Meetings for graduands are now an established feature 
in Edinburgh and ~~ being attended with excellent 
results. This feature is being established in Aberdeen where 
also a successful meeting has been held. 

- A very successful conference of secretaries of Branches 
and Divisions was held in February. Questions of organisation 
and propaganda were discussed, and a considerable improvement

188. The Bureaux in Edinburgh and Glasgow have done 
much useful work, a considerable number of appointments

HIGHLANDS AND IsLanDs MepicaL SERVICE. 

189. An agreement has been concluded with the Board o 
Health for a stabilisation of the grants to individual practices 
for a period of five years, on the busis of the average 
of the five years 1920 to 1924, subject to revision if circum- 
stances alter materially in the interval and subjeet to 


consideration of special circumstances in individual practices.

Fatat AccipeNts Dezatus 

191. In view of representations made to the Crown Office with 
regard to the procedure under the Fatal Accidents and 
Sudden Deaths Acts, instructions have been issued to 
Procurators-Fiscal to send notice of the intention to hold 
an inquiry in all cases where the circumstances disclosed on 
precognition give rise to a reasonable chance of responsibility 
for the death being attached to any individual. The Lord 
Advocate did not find it possible to accede to the request 
that this intimation should be given to a medical practitioner 
directly interested at such a stage as would enable him to 
apply to the Crown Ottice to be pe et or to be represented at 
any post mortem examination that may be ordered in the 
case. He stated, however, that there was, as a rule, no 
objection to access being given to the medical man or his 
representatives to any medical reports to be put in evidence 
at such an inquiry. 


Ireland. 


192. As the result of the establishment of Parliaments for 
Northern and Southern Ireland there were at one time fears 
that the position of the Association in Ireland would be 
affected adversely. Time has, however, proved there was 
no ground for such fears. The Association, with regard to 
membership and influence, continues to make steady if not 
rapid progress in Ireland, and the autonomous flexibility of 
its rules makes it serve readily the iaterests of the Lrish 
profession under the new conditions. 

1y3. It was menticned in the lasev annual report of the 
Irish Committee that a Commission and a Committee of 
Inquiry were appointed in Northern and Southern Ireland 
respectively to consider amongst other matters whether the 
existing medical services were sufficient for the needs of 
the country. The Commission in Northern Ireland. has taken 
a very large volume of evidence, but has not yet mede pudlic 
its recommendations. The Committee of Inguiczy in S.uthcrn 
Ireland was appciated with the following 
refereuce :— 

I. To inquire into and report on the acvizability of 
the continued maintenance of the system cf National 
Health Insurance in its present form and to make auy 
recommendations which the Committee consider proper i. 
that connection; 

II. To consider whether it is desirable to institute a 
system of medical treatment on a contributory. basis and, 
if so, to advise as to the form which such system should 
take; and 


Ill. To examine into and report on the question , 


whether the medical services at present assisted or mai1- 
tained out of State or local funds can be improved as 
respects efficiency and economy and, if so, in what 
manner, due regard being had to any recommendations 
made under the preceding paragraph. 
The Committee held twenty-nine meetings and examined 
forty-nine witnesses including representatives of the Irish 
Insurance Commission, the Department of Local Government 


and Public Health, and Dublin Chamber of Commerce, the 


Approved. Societies’ Association in Ireland, the County 
Cocncil’s General Council, the Irish Labour Party and Trade 
Union Congress, the Irish Medical Profession, ctc. The 
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Committee has published an Interim Report. Of the ten 
members who constituted the Committee nine signed the 
Report. The Report recommends the abolition altogether of 
the existing Insurance Committees and the reduction of the 
number and unification of the Approved Societies. The 
provision of medical benefit the — states is mainly 
a problem of finance. Pending the valuation of the 
Approved Societies the Committee appointed five of their 
members as a Sub-Committee to pursue investigations as to the 
lines on which Schemes for medical treatment might be laid 
due regard being had to the system obtaining at present for 
the medical relief of the poor. Many of the representatives 
of the different interests who were examined hefore the 
Committee alleged the following defects in the Dispensary 
Medical Service under which almost 50 per cent. of the 
population of the Free State are treated: (1) The taint of 

auperism; (2) the inadequacy of the salaries paid to 

ispensary “Medical Officers, the method of their election, 
unsuitable Lispensary premises, and lack of opportunity for 
advanced medical study. With regard to the inadequacy 
and inequality of the salaries paid to Dispensary doctors the 
Report expresses its Raacreenier The Committee recommend 
also that ‘udy leave for a period of not less than three 
months should be granted at least as often as once in every 
five years and that the Medical Officer should receive full 
salary without deduction for payment of a locumtenent. 
The representative of the Department of Finance, whilst in 
agreement with many of the recommendations of the majority 
of the Committee, was against the provision of medical benefits 
mainly he stated because the present condition of industry 
and trade does not seem to warrant developments which, 
however, advisable on other grounds, entail a financial 
burden additional to those that are already a subject of 
serious complaint. He also opposed the payment out of State 
funds on loca} rates of the locumtenent of the Dispensary 
Doctor whilst” absent on study leave. 

194. The decision of the Executive Council of the Irish Free 
State Government to establish a Medical Council for the 
Saorstat caused much anxiety amongst the profession im 
Ireland. The change was opposed with remarkable unanimity 
by the profession and in their opposition they had the 
vigorous support of the daily press and the people generally. 
In the course of negotiations between the Government and 
the representatives of the profession, in connection with this 
question, the Government stated definitely they did not desire 
to prevent doctors who qualified in the Free State from regis- 
tering as heretofore, but they explained that they felt the 
Constitution of the Free State made it necessary to establish 
an Irish Medical Council with an Irish Medical Register for 
those doctors who decided to practise in the Free State. 
Apart from this they were prepared to accept any scheme 
that would preserve the rights of doctors quali in the 
Free eee to have their names in the Medical Register as 
at present. 

195. During the year the County Health Boards of Cavan, 
Leitrim, Monaghan and Roscommon adopted graded scales of 
salaries for their medical officers and although the increases 
were moderate they mean a substantial addition to the 


salaries of the doctors in these areas. In the negotiations | 


with the Health Boards in connection with these salaries the 
Irish Medical Secretary represented the interests of the 
medical officers. 

196. In pursuance of the arrangement made in June, 1925, 
the Council has considered in the light of the past twelve 
months’ working the effect of the Irish Medical Secretary’s 
_ T. rE ey membership of the Irish Free State Dail on 
the work of the Irish Office. The Council is assured by the 
Irish Committee that his attendance at the Dail does not 
interfere with the discharge of his duties as Irish Medical 
Secretary and that his presence in the Dail is of distinct 
advantage to the — in its relations to the various 
Government Departments. The Council has approved the 
carrying out of the present arrangements for a further period 
of twelve months and will again consider the position at the 
end of that period. 

Wales, 


197. The Welsh Committee has so far met only once this 


' session, but the work with which the Committee is mainly 


concerned, i.e., contract practice disputes, has been ably 
carried out by a strong and representative Sub-Committee. 

_ 198. The South Wales and Monmouthshire Branch and 
its constituent Divisions continue their struggle against 
the workmen’s medical schemes in South Wales which have 
been the subject of Important Notices in the British Medical 
Journal for many years. These schemes have for their aim 
the suppression of private medical practice in certain of the 
colliery areas in favour of an arrangement whereby medical 
officers are the salaried officials of a committee of workmen. 


Owing to the strenuous resistance offered by the local profession, | -. 
schemes 


coupled with present economic conditions, some of these 


have practically ceased to exist and there is reason to believe 
that others are showing signs of weakening The Council is 
gratified to find that its opinion as to the unsatisfactory nature 
of many of these schemes is shared by the Royal Commission on 
National Health Insurance, and congratulates the South Wales 
and Monmouthshire Branch on this recognition of the position it 
has so strenuously fought for during the last 25 years. The 
Council is satisfied that all possible steps are being taken by the 
Divisions concerned to safeguard the interests of the As-ociation 
as defined in the policy adopted by the Kepresentative Body in 


1915.

THE ECONOMY BILL AND NATIONAL HEALTH 
INSURANCE. 


DEpuTATION TO THE MINISTER OF HEALTH. 
Tue Minister of Health received on April 13th a deputation 
with respect to the National Health Insurance provisions of 
the Economy Bill. 


The deputation saw the Minister in yee of a resolution 
passed at a conference representing following groups of 
approyed societies: National Conference of Friendly Societies 
Association of Sore Societies, Joint Committee of Approved 
Bocieties, National Union for Insurance, National Federation of 
Rural Approved Societies, National Federation of Employees’ 
Approved Societies, General Federation of Trade Unions, National 
Association of Trade Union Approved Societies, National Con- 
ference of Industrial Assurance Approved Societies. 
The deputation was introduced by Mr. R. J. Meller, M.P., and 
the speakers were Mr. Murray Laing and Mr. Spurgeon, Mr. 
Kershaw and Mr. Lesser, Mr. Lingstrom and Sir Thomas Neill. 
The subjects dealt with by the deputation were—(1) the actuarial 
aspects of the Economy Bill, as discussed in a letter addressed to 
the Minister and signed by the following actuaries, as interested 
in approved societies: Sir Joseph Burn, and Messrs. E. F. 
eon, Edward A. Rusher, Charles H. 

Austin, J. Murray Laing, E. C. Farmer, and 8. G. 
efect on the considered recommendations of the Royal Commission 
on National Health Insurance; and (3) its general effect on the 
community. 

Under (1) it was maintained that the statement made ‘o the 
press on April 3rd by the Parliamentary Secretary to the Minis 

of Health as to ‘he ¢ffect of the bill on the finances of approv 
societies was misleading. It was further maintained that the bill 
involves a breach of a statutory undertaking in that the legisla- 
tion on the subject sets up three contributing parties to the 
scheme of national health insurance and puts the State con- 
tribution at two-ninths of the expenditure on benefits and adminis- 
tration. It was urged that many societies will be unable to meet 
the charges thrown on them by the bill without drawing on their 
«crued and/or indisposablesurpluses..It was agreed that the

Maintained that there was grave doubt as to the extent of the 
telief to societies arising from decrease of claims for sickness and 
blement benefit, particularly as regards the claims in respect 
of women. It was further maintained that though the use of the 
margin on contributions for benefits to dependants as recom- 
mended by the Royal Commission ‘and its diversion to reduce 
State contribution might as a matter of arithmetic be the 
same — the latter procedure would have a totally. different 
effect on the position o epproved societies and their ability to 
tontinue the work for which the a Commission had re d 
ey were entitled to great credit. The future effect on individual 
Societies of the strain resulting from the proposals in the bill was 
rded as a matter of extreme gravity. 
,, Under (2) and (3) the speakers urged that the bill must render 
it impossib e to carry out the co-ordinated plan for extension of 
nefits devised by the Royal Commission after the most pro- 
nged and careful inquiry, and strongly represented the impolicy 
of effecting economies in the health provision for the people. 
, The Minister of Health, in replying, dwelt on the community of 
Mterest, between himself and the approved societies in furthering 
cause of public health. If he did not share their views on 
present occasion, the cause was a difference of opinion on the 
merits of the proposal and not a difference of opinion as to the 
ects to be aimed at. The deputation had made no specific 


A number of illustrative cases were described, 


proposals to him, except that the national health insurance 
clauses of the Economy Bil! should be withdrawn. He could hold 
out no hope that the Government would take such a step. As 
regards the points made by the actuaries, and their apprehensions 
of the effect of the bill on societies, the Government, before 
drafting the bill, had fortified themselves by the opinion of the 
Government actuary, which was on public record. As a matter 
of finance only, the reduction of the State contribution made by 
the bill would leave societies in precisely the same position as the 
rovision of dependants’ allowances recommended by the Royal 
ommission in the second place as an extended benefit. Objection 
was not taken to the further provision in the bill whereby the 
whole cost of medical benefit would be thrown on the funds of 
societies, and it seemed unfair to’ argue as though all the evil 
results apprehended flowed from the reduction of the State con- 
tribution to which objection was taken. Societies should remember 
that they might have been asked to make a larger contribution 
to the finances of the country in the present time of difficulty. 
As regards the fears about sickness and disablement claims for 
women, it must be noted that the actual reduction proposed to 
be made in the State contribution for women was no more than 
one forty-fifth. It was important that the insured population 
should realize exactly how far the bill affected the views expressed 
by the Royal Commission. Neither specialist services, nor dental 
treatment, nor maternity benefit, so far as recommended by tke 
Royal Commission, were affected at all. What was affected was 
the provision of allowances for dependants. Looking at the con- 
dition of the country’s finances, the Government had decided that 
the a! which would otherwise have been available for this 
could be better used in other ways. It should not be forgotten 
that societies had been for some time able to provide allowances 
in respect of children as an additional benefit, but they had not 
seen fit to do so. As regards the surpluses of societies, the sur- 


luses on first and second valuation were not in fact touched by ~ 


he bill, except to the extent to which they had to be drawn 
on in order prevent deficiencies; such deficiencies could only 
take place in a relatively small number of societies, and express 
provision for them was made in the bill. 

The Minister, in conclusion, referred to the necessities of the 
financial situation, and to the fact that economy must involve 
sacrifice in one direction or another.
